Under the Terms of Union with|the Dominion, it is the 
province of the local legislature, ¢nd not of the Domin- 
jou Parliament, to decide as to the kind of tariff that the 
people of British Columbia deem) to be best suited to 
their varied industrial interests; during the next ten 

ears. Shonld, however, the question come before the 
minion Parliament, I shall endeavor to have the 
tariff so framed as to ineet with tho concurrence of the 
agricultural, wining, and coyamprcial interests of your 
district. { 

As the Dominion now possessed exclusively the right 
to manage our postaband telegraphic affairs, I shall .en- 
deavur to secure for the Eastern Goast a bi-weekly mail 
steamer of a superior class to thd one now plying on the 
coast,—aud also better mail facilities in soe Settlement; 
and as I dec # to be of great importance commercially 
to have the most rapid means of transmitting iutelli- 
gence between Nanaimo aud Vi¢toria, I shall urge on 
the Federal Gdvernment the importance of the early con- 
struction of a telegraph line to counect the two principal 
towns in the Province. } 

The increasing importance of, the commerce of the 
Gulf of G renders it necessary to have more 
Lighthouses. Fehall therefore wake the most strenuous 
exertions to induce the Federal Government te build 
a lighthouse at Nanaimo at once, and to erect 
others elsewhere, as-soon as pomible,te insure greater 
safety and certainty in navigating the Gulf. 

With respect to the Indians, I'will urge that they be 
settled on Restrvations, under the superintendence of 
Government Agents, where they; may, with the assist- 
ance of the Goternment, be taught the arts of civilixa- 
tion, and thud have their social, woral, and religious 
conditions rapidly improved. 

The question of the early construction of a Marine 
Hospital at Nanaimo, I deem to be deserving of serious 
consideration. j 

The Geological Survey now begun will doubtless be of 
great practical advantage to the country,—and anything 
that 1 may be able to do to insure the geological explora- 
tion of the vast mineral wealth af your district shall not 
escape my attention, 5 

The Fisheries along our coasts premise to become very 
profitable, and as the Dominion {iovernment bas agreed 
to extend its protection aud encguragement to that valu- 
able and important branch of industry, 1 will endeavor 
to secure for your district its fullshare of any aid that 
may be appropriated for that purpose. 

Not being able at this time to éxplain my views at 
greater length, I will take an carly opportunity to meet 
you personally and collectively .in the different settlo- 
ments, when I may bring under your notice other ques- 
tions of a Provincial and Dominional character.

REPLY. 


Gentlemen: Nothing can be more gratify-’ 
ing than the henor of having succeeded in 
gaining the approbation and good will of the’ 
veople of one the most important constituen- 
cies in the country, I bave great pleasure in 
accepting the nomination alluded to in your 
requisition. The next Legislative Assembly 
will probably be the most important that bas 
ever met in this colony, and it behoves all 
good men to be vigilant, and to exert them- 
selves to insure the successful workiag of 
Parliamentary Government. 

‘It may be found well io practice to remem- 
ber that the misrepresentations of those de- 
signing men, who so loudly asserted that 
you were not qualified to exercise political 
functions with advantage to yourselves or to 
the cocotry, have been signally refuted, and 
/that twelve years of misgovernment proves 
must conclusively, that thcy were not compe- 
tent to hold,or exercise,the office of governors 
with advantage or safety to the community. 
Experience shows that it were vain to expect 
political improvement from men in whose 
official carcer is not to be found material 
progress, when not identified with their personal 
profit or advancement. I confess that when 
speculating on the causes which led to the 
disastrous retrogression of the past, | am 
puzzled to account for the long continuance 
of a political system, te which is-traceable so 
much unmixed evil—a system containing 
within itseif such active elements of ruin, 
which when considered in the abstract, might 
bave been expected to put an end to its exist- 
ence much sooner. Nor indeed is this all. It 
will be the duty of future legislators, in 
their post mortem examination of the late 
government to fearlessly probe the complicat- 
ed disorders which paved a way for its final 
dissolution. 

It is not probable that any modern English 
community has suffered political ilis so pati- 
ently as the people of British Columbia. The 
amount of maladministration, aud the extra- 
ordinary neture of official aggraodizement is 
perfectly astounding. Amored eplorabie collecs 
tiun of despotic fpllies can hardly be imagined. 
We bave seen ‘public servants voting their 
own salaries, fixing their own pensions, 
jefying public opinion, »nd pursuing witb 
studied malevolence, the popuiar represeata- 
t ves. We have seen mere adventurefs, 
employed as envoys entrusted with important 
3 ale secrets--adventurers who are universal y 
execrated, whom the people have never trusted 
snd have long suspected—creatures who are 
to British’ Columotans what the hateful 
Ciaudiaus were to the Ancient Romans. Nay, 
io crown this humiliating drama, a perverse 
ind appareatly seuseless superior authority, 
receive them with fulsome flattery, and ap- 
plause and preferment ia showered upon 
their heads in proportion to the milscbiel 
that they bave done. 

The singularly baneful and distinctive 
nature of these events, is pregnant with 
nstcuction and waruing, and affords to every 
reflecting mind numerous and important les- 
sons, The time appears appropriate for 
turning such lessons to account by improve- 
ments*at once expedient, practical, and 
decisive; but they realize only half the danger 
which these events indicate, who see in them 
only official usurpation om the one band, anc 
determined opposition on the other.. The 
lesson which these events teach us is, 
that gross legislation. and extrene 
agitation are inseperably conuected 
—that each is the blood relation of the other. 
Nay more, the danger indicated is to be 
apprehended by placing great powers in the 
bands of our governors without being secured 
by immediate not remote, certain net dubious 
ronstitutional laws that those power shall not 
be abused. 

It will hardly be disputed by men of can- 
donr aud experience that there are certain 
requisites indispensably necessary to the 
security and efficiency of all just governments 
the most important of which J believe to be, 
frecdom and security against wrong. Now I 
think you will readily admit that . most 
civilized governments have succeeded pretty 
well in securing the people against wrong 
from each other; but to secure them by laws 
against wrong from the government itself, is 
a problem of a far more difficult sort, which 
few nations since the commencement of gov- 
ernments bave attempted to solve. But it is 
a problem upon the solution of which depends 
the freedom and security of every existing 
nation against oppression and peculation,and 
which from its importance commends itse!f to 
tbe anxious and impartial consideration of all 
men who are desirous of rendering permanent 
service to mankind. 

Toat it is not the bnsiness of those who 
govern to compel public opinion to follow 
them, but that it is their duty ta follow pub- 
lie opinion, is a canon of my political creed. 
Unfortunately the practice of those who have 
governed this colony, bas been,* both by 
precept and example to think differently, but 
the day is not far distant when the predictions 
of the advocates of justice and of reason shall 
be verified,—when the unjust and barbarous 
laws which disfranchised so many intelligent 
and wortby citizens sball exist only as evi- 
dence of the bigotry, and sordid ignorance 
of those from whom they emanated,—when 
the promising future proclaims the results of 
Confederation, the promotion of arts and 
science, the diffusion of useful truth, of 
education, of civil and religious liberty. 

I earnestly trust that with the advantages 
afforded by Confederation and Responsible 
Goveroment our popular representatiqes may 
eo far ignore local issues as to faithfully and 
permanently reform the bad legisia- 
tion of the past, and by a comprehensive and 
liberal policy, inaugurate & new era in our 
political history and insure the prosperity aod 
bappiness of all.

pad x imposed. Now we know but 
nttle of the merits of this case, too little 
‘to discass it. But there is this about 
-the matter, that if the present law is not 
eo framed as to reach perties who de- 
liverately throw matter into the harbor 
to fll it op, another law should be en- 
acted of a more stringent character. It 
is not now the province of the Local 
ture to te on harbors ; but 
it is the daty of the Federal Parliament. 
It is hoped, therefore, that whoever may 
de returned to the Ottawa Parllamert to 
represent this district, that they will 
‘bear in mind that some legislation ix 
necessary to prevent the harbor from 
filling op by artificial means. It is slso 
desirable that the City Council should 
“enquire into the reports that from time to 
‘time gain currency that the harbor is 
filling op from natural canses. If such 
should prove to be the case it would be 
desirable to raise meaus to set the

matter of course would either have to be 
raised by manicipal taxation or be grant-
